reason.all such publications should be suppressed. 
All know 


that.soine foreign-language newspapers have abused their 
privileges by publishing'mailer'detrimental'to the country's 
welfare in time of wiir, and yet there is reason to believe thai 
de.iiial of .the. right to publish papers in foreign languages 
would-be going too far,-and that'lhe danger against which such 
step has-been urged is nol so great as some have imagined. 
VUvconnection with this subject.a view thai has undoubtedly 
been overlooked by many was.presenlet] recently by Governor 
Coolidge of Massachusetfs, .who 111 commenting in an address 
on''the present spirit'of 'unrest dial exists -said: "Workers in 
this conntry as yet unfamiliar With-the English language, who 
arc honcslly trying to bcller Iheir industrial and social condi- 
tion in legiliniate'ways, should be helped (o understand Anieri- 
c'airins'iiliillbiis and American jd,eqls by literature in their own 
languages-'distribu't'ed among; them before the agitators for 
unstrchy gef-at theii'i with their literature." 


Of course, il might be argued thai-if foreign-language pub- 


lications'wcr^ prohibited entirely (he anarchists would be 
unable fo promulgate their vicious doctrines by way of the 
printing press, Ijjjit such a step would be extremely drastic and 
woilld cause:hardship to.maliy well-meaning people from 
foreign lands.'

.This country has means of informing ilself on what is being 


published, iip maltc'r in'what language il appears, and there-is 
no excuse for failure to do this and deal with offending- pub- 
lishers in proportion loliielroll'cnding. 
II should be no more 


necessary to prohibit publishing In foreign languages than il 
is to forbid their .use in talking. 


Governor Coolidgc's suggestion that people who dp not 


understand English mighl be greatly aided by the right kind of 
publications in their own languages is worthy of attention. 
There should be little difllcully in suppressing the publication 
of dangerous literature in any'.language, and it is well to re- 
member that foreign language in print can be used for good as 
well as for evil; lhal the greal majority of'(lie foreign-language 
papers in the country are not only reputable, but loyal fo the 
jroyermneijt and American institutions. They have their 
legitimate field and should not be interfered with simply be- 
cause they are not published in..Englisii.
